REPORT 
ON TALKS 
TODAY 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

A detailed report on the week-long 
talks held here, avowedly without 
Success, by U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State Joseph Sisco, on a partial 
Suez accord, will be given to the 
Cabinet at Its regular session today 
by Prime Minister Golda Meir and 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban. A de- 
bate will follow. 

The Cabinet skipped its regular 
session last Sunday, which fell on 
Tisha Be'Av, and later put offa sub- 
stitute: mid-week meeting, scheduled 
for Tuesday, until today. Labour 
troubles are expected to accupy s0 
much of the Cabinet’s time, that a 
double session has been considered 
likely, with the Suez part coming 
only late In the day. 

Mr. Sisco left Israel early Friday 
morning, flying directly to Washing- 
ton, He appeared to be in good 
humour, exchanged a few words in 
private with Mr. Gideon Rafael, the 
Director-General of the Israel Fo- 
reign Ministry, and departed with- 
out a public statement. He had dell- 
vered his mesaage the night before, 
at the U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv: 
although there had been no break- 
through in his talks with Israeli 
leaders, the effort to achieve an 
interim agreement for the reopen- 
ing of the Suez Canal would con- 
tinue. 


Mr. Sisco’s own testimony was 
seen by Minister Israel Galil, in a 
radio interview yesterday, to mean 
the ‘failure of the American diplo- 
mat’s mission in bridging the gap 
between the Israel and Egyptian 
positions on a Suez accord. While 
acknowledging that a partial settle- 
ment for the Canal did not “ap- 
pear & practical proposition for the 
moment,” because of Egyptian in- 
Istence that it serve 88 merely a 
first stage in the implementation of 
an Israeli commitment for total 
Mr. Galil! warned 
against any Israeli move to block 
the entire idea, and foresaw a time 
when it might become a basis for 
political negotiations, f 

Sources in the capital discounted 
reports of a looming confrontation 
between Washington and Jerusalem 
over Israel's alleged intransigence, 
with the U.S. waving Phantom air- 
craft as a combination carrot-and- 
stick to force Israel into making 
unwanted concessions on the Suez. 
Contrary to some expectations, the 
Phantoms had not been a major 
issue during the discussions. 

Little movement, however, was in 
any case expected before the end 
of the coming session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, which is Egypt's 
best chance of getting approval for 
its own views as a possible instru- 
ment of pressure on Israel.

ALTHOUGH the Israel Diamond 

Industry is more than holding 
its own in the quickly expanding 
world markets, there is no reason 
to ‘be complacent about Israel's 
malig export industry. This is the 
general impression that cmergs 
from a study that two young Is- 
Taeli economists, Yair Keusch and 
Uri Pat-El, undertook under the 
auspices of the Israel Productivity 
Institute. The study required near. 
ly two years to’ complete. and is 
based on ‘hundreds of interviews 
with ail kinds of people connected 
with the industry, as well as pains- 
taking research into the wealth of 
figures and reports available. 


The study was started with the 
aim of discovering if it was pos- 
sible to cut down production costs 
in the dlamond industry, but the 
report 850 tries to analyse all as- 
pects of industry: the purchase of 
Tough diamonds, the cleaving, saw- 
ing, cutting and polishing pro- 
cesses, the marketing of the gems, 
the financing of all these activi‘ics 
‘and the extent of government con- 
trol of and government assistance 
to the industry.

In the 12 months following the 
inception of the Suez cease-fire the 
Ierael Defence Forces augmented 
their fighting power — on the land, 
at sea and in the air — beyond all 
proportion to any previous year, the 
Chief of Staff, Rav-Aluf Haim Bar- 
Lev, stated in an interview over 
Israel Television on Friday evening. 

While Egyptian President Sadat’s 
threats to renew the fighting should 
‘be taken seriously, the Chief of 
Staff believed that Egypt would not 
“have a chance” of pushing Israel 
back from the Suez Canal. “And if 
they try it, they will soon learn 
that they will get nowhere.” 

Asked about the intensive train- 
ing programme embarked upon re- 
cently by the Egyptian army, R/A 
Bar-Lev said: “They have been 
training intensively for over 20 
years, and every time they are put 
to the test we see that the battle- 
field is different from the training 
ground.” Nevertheless, he warned 
that the Egyptians would renew the 
fighting, 15 they had good reason 
to, Just as they entered''the cease- 
fire because there were good reasons 
for that. 

As to the terrorists, R/A Bar-Lev
